Washington, May gl.—The storm 


centers of the general strike of the 
machinists throughout the country 
today is in the vicinity of Cincinnati', 
Ohio, and on the Pacific coast. The 
number of firms that have signed the 
agreement was augmented today by 
about n. hundred, which brings the 
aggregate 
of th? establishments 


making the concessions to one thous- 
and in round numbers during the 
past three or four days, 


Save in one or two instances, as at 


Scranton, Pa., the allied trades have 
not yet been affected. It is claimed 
at the general headquarters of the 
machinists, however, that where 
agreements are not effected by this 
afternoon or tomorrow many of the 
men In the allied trades will go out 
in the Individual shops where the 
machinists 
already arc out. The 


estimate of Presictei\t Q'Coimell, of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, as to the number of strikers 
today remains nt 50,000, 
approxi- 


mately, the same figures as given 
yesterday. 


The executive board of the asso- 


ciation Is in session here, watching 
tlie progress of the strike, 


WHAT O'CDNETELL SAYS. 


Piesldent O'Connell tMs morning 


said; 


"The reports from all sections are 


veiy favorable. The indications are 
that the great majority -of firms will 
have reached agreements with the 
men today or tomorrow. 
The dis- 


patches coming In from various cities 
indicate thai "conferences 
will 
be 


held today with a large number of 
firms, 


"Many men who were 
warklng 


yesterday went out today. The addi- 
tions made last night and this morn- 
ing to the list of stalkers and tiie 
number that wtll return to work tills 
morning with th«ir demands granted 
will about balance each other." 


Today's reports show that 
only 


three railroads in the United States 
are now affected by the strike, name- 
ly, the Central Vermont, Lehigh Val- 
ley and Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western.

SUMMARY OP SITUATION. 


The situation, according to reports 


received today at headquarters, is 
euiwmariaed as follows: 


Practically all the trouble between 


Kansas Cty and the Pacific coast has 
been adjusted. At Kansas City about 
900 men aie out, but a few small 
firms have signed the agreements. 


San Francisco reports an almost 


complete tie-up. 'About 6,000 men 
have struck. Agreements have been 
reached there, however, with eleven 
Arms outside- 
of the 
Union and 


Dresden iron plants and the Fulton 
Ship company. 


At Seattle 700 men have struck. 


Theie are 500 shikars at Tacc-ma, 
Wash. The trouble has been 
ad- 


justed at most of the other Pacific 
coast points. 


At New York about 2,500 men 


have struck. A settlement has been 
reached with the balance, which In- 
volves about 50 per cent, of the 
firms, 


ADJUSTMENT IN -CHICAGO, 


/ In Chicago all but several of the 
small shops have adjusted matters, 
About 3,000 men are out in Boston. 
Many men aie out in the Ohio cities 
of Cincinnati, Hamilton, -Dayton and 
Alliance, 


Iu Cincinnati a doaen- firms have 


made the concessions- since Saturday 
and -about 3,000 men are out. Alli- 
ance reports a complete tie-up, with 
000 men striking. 


Only a few men nre out in Cleve- 


land, practically a general settlement 
Having been effected theie. AU the 
flrma In Columbus, Ohio, and Chi, 
cago Heights, 111., have made ag-rw 
ments. 


Favorable reports come from the 


south. All the establishments em 
ploying machinists In Norfolk, Va. 
Jmve signed 
agreements. Of 


establishments in Wilmington, Del. 
four of th« largest ones have signed 
agreements, leaving about half o 
the original strikers out. There is a 
complete tie-up reported at Hewbtirg 
N. Y., all of the 300 Imchinleta be- 
ing out, wWle all of the men at tne

:oitinued at today's session of the 
Presbyterian general assembly. 
The morning session began at 9:30 


j'clock and the assembly proceeded 
promptly to business. 
The special, 


rders for the day were the reports 
f the committees on home missions,: 


aid for colleges and church erection.: 


Addresses were made by the chair- 


men of the committees and boards, 
and the assembly was urged to exert: 
tself to the utmost in behalf of the, 
various church institutions. 


Every effort is being made by the! 


assembly to dispose of all of the! 
outine matters before debate on re-. 
vision begins in order that when that 
ubject is settled there may be little 
unfinished business to consider. 
ANTI-POLYGAMY AMENDMENT. 


The repoit of the committee on 


tome missions, iead by Rev. Dr. 
Hugh K. Walker, chairman, con- 
ained numerous recommendations, 
ne of the most important being an 
arnest recommendation of the pro- 
posed anti-polygiamy amendment to 
he constitution of the United States, 
In this connection the report states; 


"We earnestly urge- "upon congress 
he importance of prompt action in 
his matter, so that such an amend- 
ment may be submitted to the states 
>efore the Mormons gain fahe balance 
f political power in any additional 
states of the union." 


The committee also recommended 


;hat the churches be asked to con- 
tribute during the year not less than 
1850,000, of which $900,000 is to be 
used for evangelistic work; that as a 
means to secure this amount and to 
signalize the centennial year of the 
board, the Presbyteries be requested 
to ask churches for two congrega- 
lonal offerings to the board; that 
ihurches, families and individuals be 
•equested to make gifts for special 
objects, such as for furnishing a min- 
ster or a, teacher; that the moderator 
appoint a committee of thirty to ar- 
range for the proper observance of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
board of hcane missions during the 
general assembly of 1902. 


Vtee Moderator Pitcaivn took Mod- 


erator Minton's place and presided 
during the reminder of the morning 
session. 


PLEA POR HOME 'MISSIONS. 
Dr. Walker made a strong appeal 


in behalf of home missions.- He as- 
serted that fweign missions received 
so much attention from the church 
that home missions suffered 
from 


neglect. 


"You need to be stirred up this 


morning," said Dr. Walker. "You 
need to know that the work of the 
some mission board Is the most im- 
portant work in the church. If you 
fail to strengthen your home mis- 
sions then your foreign missions are 
doomed. 
If the home church fails, 


where Is the money to come from to 
support your foreign missions?" 


Dr. Walker also referred to the 


proposed polygamy 
amendment to 


the constitution and urged the as- 
sembly to use ita influence toward 
the adoption of the amendment before 
it is too late, 


AN ELOQUENT APPEAL. 


, Dr. Charles L, Thompson, of 


New York, secretary of the board of 
home missions, 
followed with 
an 


eloquent appeal for support. He de- 
scribed the wide scope of the work 
and great results thus far achieved 
Among other things Dr. Thompson 


unholy influwrce vt nominal Chris- 
tianity. 
What brought about the 


uprising in ChinaP What, but'the 
fact that nations flying Christian 
flags were blockading ports and 
openly planning the partition of the 
empire. The boxer movement was 
the savage outbreak of uncivilized 
patriotism. 
Because Christian na- 


tions were unchristian, hence the 
martyrdoms. 
The influence of sail- 


ors, soldiera and merchants' marina 
in ports of heathen nations, these are 
the severest obstacles our mission- 
aries encounter."

Colonel Mills, superintendent of 


the military academy, had a. long 
consultation with the secretary of 
war today relative to recent disorders 
amonb the cadets at West Point. 
The papers in the cases of the cadets 
who have been tried for 
offenses 


against the authorities have been in 
the department for some time. 


Superintendent Mills explained the 


condition at the academy, insisting 
that many of the published reports 
were exaggerated. The present dim 
culty grows out of the attempt to 
suppress hazing and rth« restrictions 
that have been made lib this direc- 
tion since Colonel Mills became su- 
perintended. 


The superintendent 
spoke In the 


highest terms of the cadets and 
thought it was only a question of a 
short time before the customary con- 
ditions would be resumed. 


The matter of disciiplin* was in 


question and that must 
be main- 


tained. The secretary was much in 
terested in the statement of Colonel 
Mills: 


General Davis, the next judge ad-

POLICE BOND CASE. 


In the police commiBsdonership case 


:ie said; 


On account of the mttny points to 


consider along this subject, and on 
account of the time looking into 
all of the different questions that 
arise, I will simply draw my atten- 
tion to the malu questions in the 
case of Trentman, Bash, et al. vs. 
Pox. TJiere must be a comptroller. 
In this case the question is whether 
the leglslautre has the power to 
appoint these commissioners to 
take charge of the public flre de- 
partment, police department aud 
such matters pertaining to th« city. 
In this case our duties are made 
easy, because the supreme conrt lias 
spoken on the subject. It is an Im- 
portant thing that the supreme 
court has spoken, in regard to this 
matter of legislation. 
The cous-t 


takes the position that tho consti- 
tution is for the purpose of meas- 
uring the peaple's power; that the 
constitution is for the purpose of 
limiting the power. In article 15, 
section 1, it reads: '"All officers 
•whose appointments are not other- 
wise provided for in this constitu- 
tion must be cko&en in such man- 
ner as now is or hereafter may PE 
made by law." 


The court holds that notwith- 


standing that, all general offices 
are elected but with, no power in 
the legislature to appoint and that 
there are offices that must pe filled 
by tiie choice of the people and of 
course they have no right accord 
ing to the construction put upon 
this to give this power to the gov- 
ernor to appoint; they dwell upon 
that with great force and emphasis 
that all the offices, unless otherwise 
provided for, are to be elected by 
the people. In older to construct 
the constitution properly they re- 
fer to the conditions that exist 
in the constitution of 1816, when 
the legislature, had the power to ap- 
point judges of the court and many 
other officers, aivd where the gover 
nor had the power to appoint the 
supreme coui't Judge. They all sup- 
posed that they aad made an ad> 
vance in taking tho power aWay 
from the governor and put it where 
it should remain, In the hands of 
the people, and it would seem from 
these decisions that no matfci 
what 
different 
opinions 
ther1! 


may 
tw 
that 
the 
legisla- 


ture had no power to create any of 
the town committee or towuship of- 
fices except to provide for their 
election by the people. 
It would 


be a startling thing If the legis-a 
ture should pass a law asking tha 
the toimahip trustees should be 
chosen by some other authority 
than ti« ptopU. It -would *tftrft< 


every one—no one has any author- 
ity to take this power away from 
the people. 
Notwithstanding this 


provision, "All officers whose ap- 
pointments are jvat otherwise pro- 
vided for shail be chosen in such 
manner °as uww is or may hereafter 
be prescribed by law." Is that not 
clear enoughP 
It would seem that 


the legislature created (in office f or 
the "attorney genwaV 
There are 


-two different units (n tibia country 
for Has purpose of legislation; ia 
tho New England states they clung 
to the town government; in Vir- 
ginia the county was th« unit for 
representative purposes, but such 
men as Mr. Jefferson recognized the 
fact of the new government being 
placed in th« hands of the people 
was the best course tto pursue. 


If he could have had his way he 


would have divided the colonies in 
West Virginia and given more au- 
thority to ths local towns than was 
given. 
The county was the unit 


there and in the northwest it is the 
township. All the northwest has 
followed that policy by maintain- 
ing that the local community 
should govern itself, and in Illi- 
nois a great struggle was going on 
because the people there had made 
it a custom to govern in counties 
in Virginia, and many of the peo- 
ple came there to Illinois from Vir- 
ginia, and there was quite a divis- 
ion there for a long while. 
The 


policy to govern by townships pre- 
vailed in Illinois as it prevailed in 
Indiana. 
If an English judge 


should come here without knowing 
anything of the early history of 
the country or constitution, 
he 


could not decide this case or any 
other one, 


You_ will have to look into the 


early history of this state Jn order 
to Judge as to -what the true meaiv- 
ing and intent of the constitution 
was. The circumstances nave to be 
taken into consideration. 


Therefoie taking thie decision otC 


the supresna court into eonsid'era- 
tion, I could- harttly decide other- 
wise, that the governor has jio fow 
or, but the power Jles with the peo- 
ple.

body of you get together that many 
different questions Arise over (which 
there if stole difficulty dn. settling. 
In a case of 1889 they Jiave gone 
beyond the scope of the decision in 
relation to metropolitan police gov- 
ernment and have undertaken to 
take it entirely aiwiay froto th* peo- 
ple. 
Now then that beirig tta'e case. 


the court says the law is mat oon- 
stitutioimfl as to that; only because 
the state has an Interest in the -wel- 
fare and has a right to see tiha-t the 
laws exist—to see that the people 
are protected aU over the 9t?te; 
this sort of government would not 
be tol-crated ttt all. 


Then the question arose as to 


whether or not we could separate 
this la,w, making the police govern- 
ment separate from that relating 
to the fire departmenl- and public 
works. I have come to the conclus- 
ion that you cannot separata them 
and It is evidently the intention, of 
tho legislature to pass the law as 
it is, police law, fir« department 
law and everything—it is my opin- 
ion that you cannot separate them. 
This is in accordance with our own 
supreme court's decisions, but as I 
said, the only question is whether 
or not it could he separated. As t 
told you before, It cannot toe done- 
it is intact, it is, so to apeak, 
•webbed together and cannot be sep- 
arated.

"When he once had a griev- 
ance against a man, he never for- 
gave him. He never made any 
therats against the Garrison family 
to my knowledge." Old man Conway 
said his son displayed no signs of in- 
sanity, but often let his temper run 
away with him. 


Patrolman Wallis, who was one of 


Conway's victims, is still alive, with 
good chances of recovery. His pulse 
is good and the attending physician 
thinks his strong vitality will pull 
him through. 


Garrison was born and reared at 


Broadland, 111,, where his sister, Mrs. 
Inez Hohnes, is now living. 
His 


father was a well-to-do farmer, who 
lost his fdrtune in speculation.

Pomeroy, of Auburn, presented a 
paper on "How the Stewards May As- 
sist the Pastor," and lie was followed 
by Bev. L. A. Beeks, of Bluffton, on 
"How the Pastor May Assist ilhe 
Stewards." Both were generally dis- 
cussed and following them Bev. C. G. 
Hudson, of Decatur, presented his 
subject, "A Beview of Our Chruch 
Benevolences." 
Bev. Hudson took 


the position that it was the commis- 
sion of the minister not only to 
preach from the pulpit, but to exer- 
cise a general supervision of the 
church and its work, that all its wel- 
fare was committed to his care, The 
preacher ought to be aa "all 'round 
man" in the church. 


Continuing, lie said in part: "Our 


"benevolences should be so much upon 
our hearts that we will pray foi 
them; that we pray for the mission- 
aries. 
I don't believe we pray 


enough about these things. 
We 


ought to post ourselves upon what is 
being done in benevolent work; we 
ought to study the wh6le question 
carefully -and be .posted in order to 
spread light concerning it. 
We 


ought to take pains to interest peo- 
ple in each benevolence, as well as in 
every other work that tends to bring 
men to Christ. 


"The people need facts. 
Do not 


put off the matter of benevolence un- 
til the latter part of the conference 
year. We ought to talk more benevo- 
lence in our pastoral calls, and less 
about the weather, and politics and 
kindred subjects. Get returned mis- 
sionaries to deliver addresses to the 
people. These are wonderful helps if 
the missionaries do not get too en- 
thusiastic and take up all the time. 
It's a great grace to know when to 
quit, and it should be cultivated " 


The speaker advocate^ the circula- 


tion of benevolence literature and 
sermons on hue religion and appliec 
Christianity. "When aWn's pock 
efcbook is converted," he said, "I have 
great faitli in the work Of grace thai 
has been wrought in his soul. Dwel 
upon the fact that all we havo is 
God's gift to us. It is the busy man 
that accomplishes most. We oug'h 
all to do more than we do,"

A RESUME OF THE SITUATION 


FOR TODAY. 


Washington, May 21.—The storm 


centers of the general strike of the 
machinists throughout the country 
today is in the vicinity of Cincinnati'; 
Oliio, and on the Pacific coast. The 
number of firms that have signed the 
agreement was augmented today toy 
•about a hundred, which brings the 
aggregate of the establishments 
making the concessions to one thous- 
and in round numbers during the 
past three or four days. 


Save iii one or two instances, as at 


Scran ton, 2?a., the allied trades have 
not yet been affected. 
It is claimed 


at the general headquarters of the 
machinists, 
however, that 
-whore 


agreements are not effected by this 
afternoon or tomorrow many of the 
men in the allied trades -will go out 
in the individual shops where the 
machinists 
already 
arc out. The 


estimate of President O'Coniiell, of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, as to the nuniber of strikers 
today remains at 50,000, 
approxi- 


mately, the same figures as given 
yesterday. 


.The executive board . of the asso- 


ciation is in session here, watching 
the progress of the strike. 


WHAT O'CONNELL SAYS. 


President O'Coniiell this morning 


said: 


"The reports from all sections are 


very favorable. The indications are 
that the great majority of firms will 
have readied agreements with the 
men today or tomorrow. The dis- 
patches coming in from various cities 
indicate that conferences will 
be 


held today with a large number of 
firms. 


"Many men who were 
working 


yesterday went out today. The addi- 
tions made last night and this morn- 
ing to the list of strikers and the 
number that will return to work this 
morning: with their demands granted 
•wilf about balance each other." 


Today's reports show that 
only 


three railroads in the United States 
lire now affected by the strike, name- 
ly, the Central Vermont, -Lehigh Val- 
ley and Delaware, Lackawanna and 
"Western. 


SUMMARY OF SITUATION. 


The situation, according to reports 


received today at headquarters, 
is 


summarized as follows: 


Practically all the trouble between 


Kansas Cty and the Pacific coast has 
been adjusted. At Kansas City about 
GOO men are out, but a few small 
firms have signed the agreements. 


San Francisco reports an almost 


complete tie-up. About 6,000 men 
have struck. Agreements have been 
reached there, however, with eleven 
firms outside 
of the 
Union and 


PiTsden iron plants and the Fulton 
Ship company. 


At Seattle 700 men have struck. 


There are 500 strikers at Taconia, 
Wash.

ADJUSTMENT IN "CHICAGO.

About 2,000 men are out in Boston.

In Cincinnati n dozen firms have

The report of the

Hugh K. Walker, chairman, con- 
tained numerous recommendations, 
one of the most important being an 
earnest recommendation of the pro- 
posed anti-polygiamy amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. 
In this connection the report states: 


"We earnestly urge iipon congress 


the importance of prompt action in 
this matter, so that such an amend- 
ment may be submitted to the states 
before the Mormons gain the balance 
of political power in any additional 
states of the union."

Colonel 
Mills, superintendent of 


the military academy, had a long 
consultation with the secretary

war today relative to recent disorders 
among 
the cadets at West Point. 


The papers in the cases of the cadets 
who have "been tcied for 
offenses 


against the authorities have been in 
the department for some time. 


Superintendent Mills explained the 


condition at the academy, insisting 
that many of the published reports 
were exaggerated. The present diffi- 
culty grows out of the attempt 
-to 


suppress hazing and the restrictions 
that have been made ini this direc- 
tion since Colonel Mills became su- 
perintendent. 


The superintendent 
spoke in the 


highest terms of the 
cadets 
nnd 


thought it was only a question of a 
short time before the customary con- 
ditions would be resumed.

O'Rourke in the circuit court has STIS- 
tained the demurrer to the mandamus 
proceedings brought against Comp- 
troller Fox to compel him to show 
cause why he should not accept the

's. 
In the case of the municipal jndg- 


ship Judge O'Rourke also upholds the 
contention that the appointment of 
Robert B. Dreibelbiss IF not legal, 
overruling the answer filed by Mr. 
Dreibelbiss to the mayor's demurrer. 


Both cases will be appealed to the 


supreme court for final decision.

O'Rourke notified the attorneys and 
others interested that at 2 o'clock 'he

authorities would be. Judge O'Rourke 
had- not reduced 'his finding to •writ- 
ing, but spoke from notes. 


POLICE BOND CASE. 


In the police commissioncrship case 


he snid: 


On account of the many points to 


consider along this subject, and on 
account of -the .time looking into 
all of the different questions that 
arise, I will simply draw my atten- 
tion to the main questions In the 
case of Trentman, Bush, et al. vs. 
Fox. There must be a comptroller. 
In this case the question is whether 
the legislautre has the power to 
appoint 
these commissioners to 


take charge of the public fire de- 
partment, police department and 
such matters pertaining to the city. 
In this case our duties are made 
easy, "because the supreme court lias 
spoken on the subject. It is an im- 
portant thing that the supreme 
court has spoken in regard to this 
matter of legislation. 
The court 


takes the position that the consti- 
tution is for the purpose of meas- 
uring the people's power; that the 
constitution is for the purpose of 
limiting the power. In article 15, 
section 1, it reads: '"All officers 
whose appointments are not other- 
wise provided for in this constitu- 
tion must be chosen in such man- 
ner as now is or hereafter may be 
made by law." 


The court holds that notwith- 


standing that, all general offices 
are elected but with no power in 
the legislature to appoint and that 
there are offices that must oe filled 
by the choice of .the peopie and of 
course they have no right accord- 
ing to the construction put upon 
this to give this power to the gov- 
ernor to appoint; they dwell upon 
that with .great force and emphasis 
that all the offices, unless otherwise 
provided for, are to be ejected by 
the people. In order to construct 
the constitution properly they re- 
fer to the conditions that existed 
in the constitution of 1816, when 
the legislature had the power to ap- 
point judges of the court and many 
other officers, and where the gover- 
nor had the power to appoint the 
supreme court judge. They all sup- 
posed that they had made an ad- 
vance in taking the power away 
from the governor and put It where 
it should remain, in the hands of 
the people, nnd it would seem from 
these decisions that no matter 
what 
different 
opinions ..then 


may 
be 
that 
the 
legisla- 


ture had no power to create any of 
the town committee or township of- 
fices except to provide for their 
election by. the people. 
It.would 


be a startling tiling if the legisla- 
ture should pass n law asking that 
-the 
township trustees should be 


chosen , by some other 
authority 


than the people. 
It would startle 


every one—no one has any author 
•ity to take this power away from 
the people. 
Notwithstanding1 this 


provision, "All officers whose ap- 
pointments are not. otherwise pro- 
vided for shall be chosen in sucli 
manner °as uow is or may hereafter 
be prescribed by law." 
Is that nor 


clear enough? 
It would seem that 


the legislature created an office for 
the ''attorney general." There are 
tw-o different units on this country 
for the purpose of legislation; in 
the Mew England states they chmg 
to the town g-overnmeiitj in Vir- 
ginia the county was the unit for 
representative purposes, but such 
men as Mr. Jefferson recognized the 
fact of the new government being 
placed in the hnnds of the people 
was the best course to pursue. 


If he could Have had his way he 


would have divided the colonies in 
West Virginia and giveoi more au- 
thority to the local towns than was 
given. 
The county was -the unit 


there and in the northwest it is the 
township. All the northwest has 
followed that policy by maintain- 
ing that the 
local 
community 


should govern itself, and in Illi- 
nois a great struggle was going on 
because the people there had made 
it a custom to govern in counties 
in Virginia, and many of the peo- 
ple came there to Illinois from Vir- 
ginia, and there was quite a'divis- 
ion there for a long while. 
The 


policy to govern by townships pre- 
vailed in Illinois as it prevailed in 
Indiana. 
If an English, judge 


should come here without knowing 
anything of the early history of 
the country or constitution, 
he 


could not decide this case or any 
other one, 


You. will have to look into the 


early history of this state in order 
to judge as to what the true mean- 
ing and intent of .the constitution 
was. The circumstances nave to be 
taken into consideration. 


Therefore taking- the decision of 


the supreme court into considera- 
tion, I could' hardly decid-e other- 
wise, that the governor has no pow- 
er, but the power lies with the peo- 
ple. 
I realize that -when a great 


body of you get together that many 
different questions arise over whiih 
there is so-me difficulty in settling. 
In a case of 1890 they have gone 
beyond the scope of the decision in 
relation to metropolitan police gov- 
ernment and have .undertaken to 
take it entirely aw-ay from the peo- 
ple. 
Now then that being the case, 


the court says the law is not con- 
stitutional as to that; only because 
the state has an interest in the wel- 
fare and has a right to see that the 
laws exist - to sec that the people 
are protected all over the stnte; 
this sort of go'venimciH would not 
be tolerated at all. 


Then the question arose as to 


whether or not we could separate 
this law, making the police govern- 
ment separata from that relating 
to the fire department and public 
works. I have come to the conclus- 
ion that yon cnnnot sepnrnte them 
and it is evidently 'the intention, of 
the legislature to pass the law as 
it is, police law, fire department 
law and everything—it is my opin- 
ion that you cannot separate them. 
This is in accordance with our own 
supreme court's decisions, but as I 
said, the only question is whether 
or not it could be separated. As I 
told you before, it cannot'be done— 
it is intact, it is, so to speak, 
webbed together and cannot be sep- 
arated. 


The demurrers to the writ, appli- 


cation and complaint are therefore 
sustained throughout. 
Judgment 


for the defendant Fox for costs. 


THE JUDGESHIP CASE. 


Immediately after disposing of tha 


commissioners' cases he took up the 
municipal judgship case of Robert 
DreibeJbiss. In this action the de- 
fendant, 
Mayor Berghoff, filed an 


answer to the writ and the complaint 
for al tentative 
mandate and the 


plaintiff filed an answer to the de- 
murrer. 
This demurrer was over- 


ruled and the finding- was for the de- 
fendant, justifying him in refusing 
to acknowledge plaintiff Dreibelbiss' 
certificate of appointment and In. re- 
fusing to accept his bond. The find- 
ing in the latter case was briefer 
than in the former and the same 
principles of law and constitutional 
rights of the people to elect were set 
out iu this case as in the case of the 
commissioners. 


Immediately after the rendering of 


the decision Judge Vesey filed a mo- 
tion to appeal to the supreme court. 
Bond for costs was fixed at ?200 and 
the cases so far as they relate to the 
Allen county courts were closed.

MUST ANSWER TO GRAND JURY 


DEATH OF YOUNG AYRES LAID 


UPON HER. 


WOMAN GAVE NO TESTIMONY 


HER CONFESSION OF GUILT TO 


DETECTIVE. 


Washington, May 21 .—The cor- 


oner's jury, wliich has been investi- 
gating the murder of James S. Ayrea. 
the young census office clerk, at the 
Hotel 
Kerimore 
last 
Wednesday 


morning, today brought in the fol- 
lowing verdict: 


"James Seymour Ayres came to his 


death Wednesday, May 15, 1901, 
about the hour of 2 o'clock a. m., at 
the Hotel Kenmore, from n pistol 
shot wound of the chest. 
Further- 


more, that said shot was fired during 
u -fatal conflict between said James 


rmour Ayrea nnd Lola Ida Henri 


Bonine. 


"We, the coroner's jury, hold Lola 


Ida Henri Bonine for the 
grand 


jury." 


Before the jury rendered their ver- 


dict . a number of witnesses were 
heard. An effort was made to show 
that Miss Minas could easily liaya 
heard voices through the door con- 
necting her room with that of Ayres 
and that lights could have been seen 
through the cracks. 


Detectives Horn and Weeddpi testi- 


fied to this effect, but Miss Minas de- 
clared that she saw no lights on the 
night of the shooting. She also testi- 
fied that the cries she heard coining 
from Ayres' room were made by a 
man's voice and not by a woman's. 
She was positive that the voice was 
not that of Mrs. Bonine,, 


This contradicts Mrs. Bonine, who, 


in her confession yesterday, said that 
she had uttered the only vocal sounds 
made in the room at the time of the 
tragedy. 
Detective Home's testi- 


mony concerning yesterday's confes- 
sion was not materially 
different 


from the statement as then, given .out. 
District Attorney Gould said that 
Mrs. Bonine .had decided not to ap- 
pear before the coroner's jury. 


In her confession to Detective 


Home, yesterday, Mrs. Bonine, whoso 
husband is a drummer ifor the whole- 
sale drug house of Dewitt & Co., of 
Chicago, explained her presence in 
Ayres' room at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing by saying that he had come to 
her room complaining of n chill and 
asking for medicine, and had induced 
•her to follow him to his room to talk 
over some matters of difference they 
had between them. 
She said sha 


dressed herself in a . wrapper and 
went to his room. He had preceded 
her and when she opened the door 
and walked in he quickly closed it 
and informed her he had enticed her 
to the room for his own .purposes and 
said if she did not submit to his 
wishes he would kill her. 


Ayres, she said, undressed and had 


a revolver in his hand, and in a 
struggle for its possession which en- 
sued immediately after she entered. 
it was discharged three times, tho 
shots striking Ayres at each dis- 
charge, the last one proving fatal.

His pulse 
is good and the attending physicia 
thinks his strong vitality will pull 
him through. 


Garrison was born and reared at 


Broadland, 111., where his sister, Mrs.

father was a well-to-do farmer, who 


j lost his fortune in speculation.

PRESENTED PAPERS. 


Rev. W. H. Hicfcmaii, D. D., of In- 


dianapolis, who was to have deliv- 
ered an address this morning, found 
it impossible to be present. 
J. A. 


Pomeroy, of Auburn, presented a 
paper on "How the Stewards May As- 
sist the Pastor," and he was followed 
by Rev. L. A. Seeks, of Bluffton, on 
"How the Pastor May Assist ifte 
Stewards." Both were generally dis- 
cussed and following them "Rev. C. G.

The 
preacher ought to be an "all 'round 
man" in the church. 


Continuing', he said in part: "Our 


benevolences should be so much upon 
our hearts that we will pray for 
them; that we pray for the mission- 
aries. 
I don't believe we pray 


enough 
about these things. 
We 


ought to post ourselves upon what is 
being done in benevolent work; we 
ought to study the whole question 
carefully and be .posted in order to 
spread light concerning it. 
We 


ought to take pains to interest peo- 
ple in each benevolence, as well as in 
every other work tiiat tends to bring 
men to Christ. 


"The people need facts. 
Do not 


put off the matter of benevolence un- 
til the latter part, of the conference 
year. We ought to tnlk more benevo- 
lence in our pastoral calls, and less 
about the weather, and politics and 
kindred subjects. Get returned mis- 
sionaries to deliver addresses to the 
people. These are wonderful helps if 
the missionaries do not get too en- 
thusiastic and take up all the time. 
It's a great grace to know when to 
quit, and it should be cultivated." 


The speaker advocated the circula- 


tion of benevolence literature and 
sermons on true religion and applied 
Christianity. "When a'man's pock- 
etbook is converted," he said, "I have 
great faith in the work o£ grace that 
has been wrought in his.soul. Dwell 
upon the fact that all we liavi is 
God's gift to us. It is the busy man 
that accomplishes most. We ought 
all to do more than we do."
